Another notable address, also delivered 
by a distinguished citizen of Indiana; was de- 
livered before the Marquette club of this 
city a few nights ago, and in that address 
I find this: 
„ We have the Philippirie Islands by com-

our former acquisitions gave us good titlé 


there can be no doubt as to this one. The 
United States is sovereign in these islands. 
The fact puts upon us a question which we 
do not have to meetin the other cases. What 


is the status of the Philippine Islands as a 


country, and of its inhabitants as people? 
Is the soil part of the United States in the 


sense that Louisiana became part of the 


United States upon the deed of transfer? 
Are its inhabitants citizens of the United 
States in the sense that the inhabitants of 
Arizona are such citizens? I say we have not 
had to meet this question before, because 
if the United States has power to take into 
its domain foréign territ at all it has the 


right to do it for the purpose of admitting 


it to the full relation of statehood, either 
immediately or ultimately. The presence of 
that purpose gives color to the act, and the 
act when done gives effect to the purpose. 
Territory acquired with that purpose be- 
comes by that fact part of the United States 
in the full sense of those words.

Power Given to Congress, oe 
»The constitution of the United States, as 
‘we have already seen in the opinion quoted, 
provides that Congress shall have power 
to make needful rules and regulations for 
the government and disposition of the terri- 
tory and other property of the | United 
States. We have here a proposition, abso- 
jutely new to me, that the power of the gov- 
ernment to deal with its territory depends 
upon the purpose for which that territory 
‘was acquired. It is conceded. and the argu- 
ment implies, that territory acquired for the 
purpose of making States of it—and it is 
said that all territory heretofore acquired 
was for that purpose—becomeés a part 4 
the United States in the full sense of t 
constitution.

boundary between our possessions in Alaska, 
in the Klondike region, and Canada. It this 
doctrine be true then our commissioners have 
no right to concede one foot of land that 
belongs to us.

‘THE GRAND ARMY GOING FAST. 
The Adjutant General of the Grand 


Army of tif Republic reports that during 


the last year the death rate among its mem- 
bers has rapidly increased. At present 
taps are being sounded over the graveg of 
the old soldiers at the rate of 1,000 a month. 
During the last ten years the membership 
of the order has decreased by more than a 


third. In the Department of Llinois the, 


loss by death has been especially severe. 
During 1900 more than 3 per cent of the 
total enroliment at the beginning of the 
year answered the last summons. The flag 
has hung at half mast more than once over 
every Grand Army post in the country. 
Inevitably the death, rate of the order must

Soon these memorial marches must 
be abandoned, Year by year the national 
eicampments will be attended by a smaller

NON-PARTISAN MUNICIPAL POLITICS. 

In New York’s last Mayoralty race, that 
of November, 1897, the Citizens’ Union can- 
didate came in second, with 50 per cent 
more votes than the regular Republican can- 
didate received. At the present time a 
non-partisan movement, widely supported 
and even commended by Mr. Platt, is under 
way in the metropolis in anticipation of the 
Mayoralty campaign of next November and 
is regarded with great hopefulness. 

The most cheering fact in the recent pub- 
lic life of this city has been the improved 
character of the City Council, brought about 
through non-partisan action in nominations 
‘and at the polls. So evident, indeed, are 
the beneficial results of such action that 
the Municipal Voters’ league feels justified 
in announcing that it will promote a bill in 
the present Legislature to require all 
names of candidates for Aldermen to be 
printed on the official ballot alphabetically 
and without party labels.” 

Philadelphia is also in line in the move- 
ment for non-partisan municipal politics. 
The Municipal league is actively pushing 
this cause in the local campaign now on in 
hat 


The three largest cities in the land are 
thus learning that there is no relevancy 
between national party platforms or names 
and local issues. It is observed that a Re- 
publican régime can be as corrupt in Phila- 
delphia as a Democratic régime in New- 
York. | 
Foreign cities have long recognized and 
acted upon the principal here indicated. 
For example, in the admirably governed 
City of Toronto local campaigns are en- 
_tirely distinct from national party organiza- 
tion or standards. In the gity elections of 
Glasgow there is no alignment correspond- 
ing to that in general British politics, The 
parliamentary’ elections in London are 
fought between “Conservatives” and 
“ Liberals,” and the former, always pre- 
dominate greatly in the delegation sent to 
Westminster. The County Council elec- 
tions, on the other hand, are fought on 
explicit local platforms between “ Mod- 
erates” and Progressive,“ and the latter 
win the majority of the seats. is 

We have nowhere in this country arrived 
as ‘yet at the stage where national party 
names and traditions disappear in local cam- 
paigns. We appear, however, to be in 
a transition stage. These “non-partisan ” 
movements, though often ephemeral, usual- 
ly negative and always lacking any com- 
plete program, are undoubtedly prophetic 
of A day when our vast urban principalities 
shall have evoked parties and programs 
‘exclusively adjusted to their local problems. 
Such a project is by no m. an unim- 
portant one, and adds significance to the 
movements in question. | 


| 
ARMY REORGANIZATION AT LAST. 
The Senate has at last concurred in the 
report of the Conference committee on the 
army reorganization bill. | ; 
In its final form the measure is sat- 
isfactory in all its main features. It 
provides for a minimum of 58,000 men 
and a maximum of 102,000, according as 
emergencies shall dictate. Within these 
limits the size of the army ¢an be quickly 
increased or diminished by enlistments at 
the discretion of the President, so long as. 
Congress approves the expenditures in- 
eurred. This gives elasticity to the army 
without placing undue power in the Presi- 
dent's hands. The skeleton of the organiza- 
tion will be the same in peace and war. 
From this time forth the regular army will 
consist of fifteen regiments of cavalry,-an 
artillery corps equivalent to twelve regi- 
ments, thirty regiments of infantry, the 
usual engineer, signal, and ordnance corps, 
and enlarged staff departments. The whole 
will be commanded by a Lieutenant Gen- 
eral, six Major Generals, and fifteen Brig- 
adier Generals. | 
The most important reorganization feat- 
ure is that calling for rotation between 
staff and line. 
present staff officers, but all new details to 
staff positions will be made for four years 
only, after which the officer must return 
to his regiment for two years before he 
can again be eligible for a staff position. As 
the staff will now be greatly enlarged, this 
‘new system and new blood will soon 
become apparent at Washington, and as 
the old incumbents drop out or are retired 
at the age limit the reform will gradually 
become firmly established. This improve- 
ment will remain as a monument to the 
wisdom of Secretary Root. Gi 
The House had approved the wise and 
proper scheme of artillery organization, 
which makes the battery the unit, but the 
Senate substituted the old and cumbersome 
formation by regiments. Here the confer- 
enee committee chose rightly, and the ar- 


Taken, as a whole, the new law is one upon 
which military men and civilians alike can 
look with satisfaction. It achieves a good 
work that has been needed for many years. 


(AFTER THE BUCKET SHOPS. 

The IIlinois Legislature enacted a law 
fourteen years ago for the suppression of 
bucket shops. That there might be no ques- 
tion about its enforcement every Judge in 
the State was ordered, whenever he impan- 
eled a grand jury, to direct it to make due 
investigation and report upon all viola- 
tions of the ptovisions of the law. Twelve 
times in the year Cook County grand juries 
are instructed to look out for bucket shops, 
which continue to flourish in spite of these 
monthly investigations. The 
Trade has tried to wipe out the bucket shop 
industry, and has been no more successful 
than the lawmakers at Springfield. 

The lawmakerg at Washington are now 
proposing to see what they can do to wipe 
out a business which they do not approve 
of, With this object in view the Finance 
committee of the Senate has drafted an 
amendment to the war revenue reduction 
act. This amendment continues in force as 
regards bucket shops, the stamp taxes on 
dealings in stocks, bonds, grain, and pro- 
visions, and requires each of these concerns 
to pay a special annual tax of $50 and an 
additional tax of the same amount for every 
branch office. | | 
The bucket shops will not mind this taxa- 
tion so much as they will the publicity 
| which is to be given to their transactions. 
Every man who engages in a business which 
the laws of this State make illegal is re- 
quired to register his “nam e with the Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue.

AGAINST, “PROCESS” BUTTER. 
State Senator Fuller has introduced in 
the Legislature at Springfield a bill aimed 
at what is known as “ process” butter. 


The measure is one which should receive 


the enthusiastic support of all legislators 
who are interested in the welfare of the 
dairy interests of Hlinois. Every citizen 
who eats bread and butter should be 
pleased to see this bill become a law. 
The people of Chicago and of other large 
towns in the State are especially interested 
in this question, for they are the chief gut- 
ferers from the sophisticated article now 
put on the market in the guise of fresh 
butter. | | 
“ Process” butter is made by taking stale 
or randid butter left over from dealers’ 
stocks, melting it together with various in- 
gredients that deodorize it and temporarily 
remove its rancidity, churning the mass of 
grease thus obtained with milk, coloring 
and salting it, and then putting it on the 
market as fresh creamery or dairy butter. 
Three large factories are said to be doing 
a profitable business in this line. The 
stuff is so thoroughly disguised with chem- 
icals and coloring matter that it is difficult 
to detect it when buying butter, but the 
„process article is unhealthful and soon 
becomes unsavory. Itis much more deserv- 
ing of hostile legislation than oleomargarine 
or butterine. 
Professor Wiley of the Chemistry bureau 
of the Department of Agriculture has 
recently declared that his opposition to oleo 
extends only to its sale as butter. I am 
convinced,” he says, that oleomargarine 
as mad by the best methods today is clean, 
wholesome, and nutritious.” The same may 
be said of butterine. It cannot be truth- 
fully said of process butter. The latter 
is made of old and rancid stock, while but- 
terine is made of fresh and sweet fats. 
The process butter tends to bring Illinois 
creamery and dairy butter into disrepute 
by being foisted upon the public as the 
genuine article. Both the dairymen and 
the consumers should be glad to see Sena-

Bradstreet’s tomorrow will say: 
Business as a whole has been of a larger 

volume this week. Cold and stormy weather 
has unquestionably stimulated retail busi- 
ness in boots, shoes, rubber goods, and cloth 
ing, and this has aided in lightenifg the 
stocks carried by retailers as a result of 
mild winter weather heretofore. More has 
been doing, too, in wholesale lines on spring 
account, anf business in this respect is 
classed as fair. Reports are relatively best 
from the West and South, from which sec- 
tions advices are that the total January busi- 
ness compares well with a year ago. The 
contrary is reported from leading Eastern 
markets, however, and the aggregate done 
here has not so far equaled expectations. 
Trade collections as a whole are fair, the 
only complaint coming from sections where 
mild weather has interfered with the distri- 
bution of heavy goods.

Wpolens 
are slow of sale, and the squeeze in raw cot- 
ton, though temporary, has not helped con- 
verters, who have to pay more for their 
material, but get no more for their finished 
products. Heavy cuts in rubber goods point 
to coming sharp competition in this industry.

London Statist Discusses Balance of 
Trade Between United States | 
and England. 


The large volume of exports from the 
United States to Englandis made the subject 
of an article by the London Statist, which 


has been devoting a great deal of space to 


the financial and commercial relations of 
the two countries. The Statist makes the 
claim that American prosperity is closely 
bound up with that of England, and this 
country no longer has reason for imposing 
either a prohibitive or a protective tariff, 
but must face the question of how it can 
increase the ptosperity of other countries, 
and, in view of that prosperity, sell still 
larger quantities of produce abroad. The 
article adds that to do\this it is evident that 
America must buy the products of other 
countries in return for the produce it sells. 


‘Merits Careful Attention. 


‘The article begins by saying that the for- 
eign trade of the United States merits the 
careful attention of the people of England 


and this country. England obtains from the 


United States nearly 80 per cent of all the 


foreign produce it needs for food and manu-. 


facture, and this country finds in Great 
Britain a market for nearly one-half of the 
products it sends abroad. On the other 
hand, the United States purchases from 
England less than one-fourth of its total 
imports of forelgn produce, and England 
sells to this country not much more than 
10 per cent of the produce it sends abroad. 
In 1870 America’s exports,” it says, were 
valued at £80,000,000; in 1880 they reached 
£178 ,000,000; 
and in 1900 they have reached £296,000,000 
At the same time England's purchases from 
the United States rose from £50,000,000 in 
1870 to £107,000,000 in 1880, fell to 407,000,000 
in 1890, and have risen to £140,000,000 in 1900. 
The growth has really been greater, as 
America now sends less produce in propor- 


tion than in former years to England for 


transhipment to the continent.” 
Balance of Trade Large. 


Turning again to the other side of the case 


the Statist finds that in 1890 the United 


States bought foreign produce to the amount 


of £163,000,000, and in 1900 of only £165,000,- 
000. Exports, both of English and foreign 
and colonial produce, to this country in 1890 
amounted to £46,000,000, and in 1900 they fell 
to 487,000,000. This discrepancy is regarded 
as requiring serious attention at this time, 
when England's trade with America is 
checked by the “ prohibitive tariff now in 
force.“ 3 

“For the last twenty years,“ the article 
continues, this country has bought produce 
from the United States to the value of £1,987,- 
000,000, while America has bought from this 
country goods to the value of only £749,000,- 


Great Britain's purchases in the twenty 
years, the article says, enabled this country 
to buy produce from other countries to the 


value of :£500,000,000,, enabled it to pay inter- 


est on its foreign debt, insurance, and other 
to over £700,000,000. 


In concluding the Statist puts the question 


whether the object of imposing prohibitive 
duties by the United States has not been ful- 
filled, and whether their retention will not 
have an adverse effect. In its judgment 
there is now no doubt that American manu- 
facturers are well able to meet any possible

SEEK AN EMPLOYMENT AGENT. 


| Many Workingmen Defrauded by Con- 


cern That Operated Near Cen- 
tral Police Station. 
A large number, of workingmen, seeking 
positions, have been defrauded, it is charged, 
by an alleged employment bureau. The con- 
cern was known as the People’s Mercantile 
Exchange, and was run by a man and woman 
who give their name as Murray. They oc- 
cupied an office on the third floor of the 
Times Building, Fifth avenue and Washing- 
ton street, two floors above the Central De- 
tail Police Station. 
The exchange was opened on Nov. 1. 
Murray advertised in the newspapers, agrée- 
ing to secure employment for needy persons. 
Seekers after positions were required to 
make a deposit of from $1 to $3 as an eyi- 
dence of good faith. On Jan. 1 Murray was 
not on hand to pay the rent, and Miss Mur- 
ray said he had gone away for ten days. 
When Jan. 10 came the office was deserted. 
Then visitors, inquiring about the exchange, 
disclosed the fraud. Within the last two 
weeks many men have been looking for Mur- 
ray, each claiming that he had left an ad- 
vance fee on the promise of securing a posi- 
tion.

More delinquent taxes were col- 
fected last year than ever before. The city 
Officials made criticism on the ground that 
the list sent to them from this office was 
mot dated. There was no reason that it 
should be dated. The names in it were 
those of taxpayers who had not paid their 
faxes to the Town Sete and who were 
@elinqguent.” 

City’s Authority Questioned. 
The autherity of the city to proceed in 
an attempt to collect the taxes is questioned 
by the. county officials, but Corporation 
Counsel Walker holds that the amount of 
personal tax may be added to the real estate 
tax, if the citizen has any such, and the 
tire amount collected in the same man- 
mer that the real estate tax would be.
